OSES  are  just 
like  humans,  they’re  vitally  influenced  by 
their  surroundings  and  associates. 

When  the  little  seed  is  born  to  life,  its  bed, 
the  earth, must  be  of  a texture,  warmth  and 
moisture  to  fit  snugly,  protect  and  stimu- 
late the  seed  to  burst  its  shell.  Then  the 
nursery  playground,  the  seed-bed,  where  it 
grows,  is  given  food  to  make  roots  and 
shoots  and  is  kept  free  from  bad  associates, 
the  weeds. 

Here  the  little  seedling  is  given  free  rein  to 
grow  as  strong  and  husky  as  it  will.  It  is 
called  the  wild  rose  seedling. 


For  a full  year  it  grows  its  very  best  and 
by  then  has  attained  a vigorous  body  in 
its  roots  and  stem  and  is  ready  for  the 
taming  process. 

At  this  time  it  is  closely  associated  with 
the  tame  rose;  a small  eye  or  bud  from 
Betty  or  Etoile  de  France  or  other  variety 
of  tame  rose  is  budded  or  grafted  to  the 
root-neck  of  the  wild  seedling  and  tied 
firmly  until  the  two  blend  and  grow  as  one. 

Retaining  the  vigor  of  its  wild  days  in  its 
roots,  the  wild  bush  is  cut  olF  and  the  tame 
bush  blooms  forth  a thing  of  beauty  and 
a joy. 

At  the  end  of  its  second  year,  it  is  ready 
to  go  out  into  the  world  to  meet  its  new 
guardian,  the  Rose  Lover,  and  to  be  fed 
and  cultivated  through  its  appointed  term- 
growing and  thriving  in  proportion  to  the 
care  and  affection  bestowed  upon  it. 

But,  as  you  may  well  realize,  the  early  days 
of  the  seedling  require  by  far  the  greatest 
care.  If  anything  fails  here,  the  rose  fails. 


It  is  a thorough  appreciation  of  this  fact 
that  has  led  us  to  put  so  much  careful 
study  on  this  phase  of  rose-culture,  and 
which  has  caused  us  to  take  such  care  of 
the  roses’  welfare  during  their  early  days. 
A long  experience  has  shown  that  the  soils 
of  New  Brunswick  are  ideal,  and  the  same 
experience  has  taught  just  what  must  be 
done  and  just  what  must  be  avoided,  to 
produce  Hardy  Budded  Field  Grown  Roses 
of  the  highest  type. 

As  for  loving  them  you  should  see  the 
smiles  of  their  earlier  guardians,  our 
nurserymen,  when  they  look  over  our 
fields,  blooming  with  their  countless  flowers 
and  sturdy  branches. 

Ask  them — they  have  nursed  these  roses 
through  the  last  two  years  and  they  now 
feel  rightly  proud  of  their  children,  waving 
their  husky  branches  and  bountiful  blooms 
to  the  visitors  and  passers-by. 

You’ll  love  them  too — no  matter  what 
varieties  you  may  prefer;  each  bush  will 


come  to  you  as  husky  as  its  type  permits 
and  will  bloom  for  the  Rose  Lover  with  in- 
creasing vigor  and  rare  or  gorgeous  blooms. 

You’ll  realize  then  how  good  New  Bruns- 
wick Roses  are,  what  conscientious  effort 
means  and  why  you  should  insist  on  know- 
ing three  things  about  Roses  which  you 
may  think  of  buying: 

1.  Are  the  Roses,Hardy, Budded, 2 year 
stock,  acclimated  to  your  locality? 

2.  Is  the  seller  of  recognized  standing? 

3 . Does  the  seller  guarantee  his  roses  to 
bloom  and  to  be  true  to  name? 

We  answer  to  these  questions  as  follows: 

1 . All  of  our  Roses  are  grown  in  the  fields, 
live  out-of-doors  for  two  years  right  near 
New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey,  and  each 
Rose,  except  some  few  climbers,  is  budded 
carefully  by  hand. 

2.  We  are  members  of  the  American  Associ- 
ation of  Nurserymen  and  rated  by  R.  G. 
Dun  & Co. 


3 . We  guarantee  our  Roses  to  bloom  during 
the  year  following  their  planting  by  the 
purchaser  and  to  be  true  to  the  name 
attached  to  each  bush.  If  they  should 
prove  otherwise,  we  will  cheerfully  refund 
the  money  paid  for  same  or  replace  with 
plants  of  the  same  varieties  or  of  equal  value. 

We  cordially  invite  Rose  Lovers  to  visit 
our  Nurseries,  especially  during  the  bloom- 
ing period,  June  15th  to  October  15th. 

We  are  located  just  about  3 miles  south 
of  New  Brunswick  on  the  smooth  concrete 
Lincoln  Highway  just  below  Voorhees 
Station  (P.  R.  R.).
